Color, usually bay with white markings 


SHIRE STALLION 

Weight, 2,000 lbs. or more Average height, about 17 hands 

Color, usually bay or brown and white markings 


PERCHERON STALLION 

Average weight, 1,800-2,000 lbs. Average height, about 16% hands 

Color, usually gray or black. 


BELGIAN STALLION 

Weight, 2,000 lbs. or more Average height, about 16% hands 

Color, usually bay, chestnut, or roan
